Boas, manager of the Hne, said tonight 
that the mishap was due to the haze that 
overhung the lower bay. He ordered the 
superintendent’ of the dine to send from 
Hoboken ‘as marty tugs as he could find 
to help the big ship into deep water. 

The Deutschland was in no peril, it is 
believed, save from possible collision 
with incoming or outgoing vessels, grop- 
ing along in the smoke and fog. The 
tmarine observer at Sandy Hook reported 
that he was unable to see the Deutsch- 
land when she passed out, owing to the 
dense fog and smoke -combined. At no 
time today or tonight was the weather 
clear enough for observation seaward. 
Late tonight the wind off the Hook 
was southeast, the breeze moderate and 
the fog dense. High water is not due 
until 3:39 a. m., when efforts will be 
made fo float the big- steamer. 

This was the principal sailing of the 
Deutschland of the year, and she carriea 
730 first and second cabin passengers, 
many of them well known. It was the 
largest ship load of the season. She 
also carried several hundred steerage pas- 
sengers and in addition has in her strong 
room $4,000,000 in gold.

Caused. by Qur Sympathy For 
the Persecuted Jews 


St. Petersburg Newspapers Say the 
united States Has Its Head 
Turned by Success in Its 
New Imperi..iistic 
Policy.

St. Petersburg, June 4.—The relations 
between the United States and Russia are 
much discussed here. The Novoe Vremya 
prints a signed leading article, headed: 
‘Russia and America,’’ which says: 

“The United States, from time to time, 
enters the arena of the anti-Russian pro- 
paganda, which fings favorable soil in its 
politically unripe population, without gov- 
ernmental traditions and carried away by 
the successes of its new impérialistic pol- 
icy. The Siberian prisons, the Manchu- 
rian open door, the Kishinef disorders, 


all of these serve as a pretext for the 
anti-Russian meetings, so advantageous 
to Russia’s enemies. While Secretary 
Hay’s stubborn -anglomania lends gov- 
ernmental importance to the claims of the 
various groups of American traders and 
missionaries in the Far East, our diplo- 
matic agents’ activity in America must 
take a different course from the diplo- 
macy of Europe. We must create a party 
and explain our designs and positions, 
not only to Mr. Hay, but to the people 
also, which is always the same. They 
must act through the American press, 
which, notwithstanding its defects, seems 
to be not Only the mirror but the leader 
of American public opinion.” 

The editor of The Syromiatnikoff says: 

“Thrice in America have been found 
hearty Russian sympathies, but Russia 
remains dumb while the American papers 
are filled with all possible accusation 
against Russia, from English, German 
and Jewish sources. Count Cassini ex- 
cellently defends our political interests, 
but he cannot undertake a newspaper 
controversy, so the accusations remain 
unanswered.” 

The article further complains that the 
American school history cogtains noth- 
ing referring to the friendship shown by 
Russia to the United States at the foun- 
dation of and in the defense of the 
union. 

The editorial concludes: . 

“The Russian foreign offices should 
publish in English a sketch of the rela- 
tions between the Russian and American 
governments, beginning with the time of 
Catherine and ending with the Spanish- 
American war, from both diplomatic ar- 
chives and American published records, 
and send the same to 3,000 American 
newspapers. If a third of this number 
notice the book a sympathetic move- 
ment would be inaugurated in the coun- 
try. With its tremendoug importance it 
is a great error to despise the American 
press in conducting our foreign affairs.”

GEN. GORDON ISSUES ORDER 


In Future the Confederate Graves at 
Columbus, Ohio, Will Be Deco- 
rated with Southern Flow- 
ers and by Southern 
Hands, 


For the first time since Memorial day 
was instituted at Camp Chase, Columbus, 
Ohio, the graves of the confederate dead 
Who lie in this cemetery will be deco- 
rated and the ceremonies conducted un- 
der the auspices of the Columbus camp 
of United Confederate Veterans dnd the 
Robert E. Lee chapter of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy. These services will 
be held on Thursday of next week, June 
ll. A notice has been sent out that all 
contributions of flowers or money with 
which to purchase them will be grate- 
fully received and properly cared for if 
sent to the Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy, room No. 4, Eberly block, Colum- 
bus, Ohio, and money to Miss Louise 
Trabue, treastirer R. E. Lee chapter; U. 
D. ©., Camp Chase, Ohio. 

These graves were formerly decorated 
by members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, but this practice was discon- 
tinued by a formal vote of that organiza- 
tion at a recent meeting. 

General John B. Gordon, commander in 
chief of the confederate veterans, has is- 
sued general orders calling upon the peo- 
ple to contribute flowers for the decora- 
tion of the graves of the confederate dead 
at Columbus, Ohio, June il. 

General Gordon says: 

“The commanding general feels sure, al- 
though the time is very short, that there 
will be no lack of floWers at Columbus 
to decorate the graves of our dead at 
Camp Chase. To honor such déad is to 
honor the living. In this connection the 
general commanding finds great pleasure 
in réminding thé southern people of the 
hitherto most generous course of Colonel 
Knauss, Of the union army, and of the 
broad-minded people of Ohio in decorat- 
ing thé graves of these confederates in- 
dependently and in erecting the monu- 
ment which adorns their resting place. 
Such acts illustraté the spirit of frater- 
nity and unity which is the surest guar- 
anty of the republic’s future progress and 
prosperity.”’ 


MITCHELL SAYS 
REPORT UNTRUE}: 


That Recognition of United 
Mine Workers Was 
Submitted, 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 4.—With regard 
to thé probability of a resumption of the 
strike in the anthracite region of Penn- 
sylvania President Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers, this mcrning was unwill- 
ing to make any statement. 

“I do not wish to anticipate,” he said. 
Concerning the chief point to the contro- 
versy that now seems likely to provoke 
® renewal of hostilities, that of whether 
or not the men selected by the miners’ 
organizations should be members of tlié 
board of conciliation authorized by the 
board of arbitration, he said: 

“The statement that the question of 
recognizing the United Mine Workers was 
never submitted to the strike commission 
is entirely untrue. That was one of the 
important awards in our favor, the word- 
ing of it being that ‘the minefs’ organi- 
zations,’ which, of course, is the United 
Mine Workers, should have thfee repre- 
sentatives on the board of conciliation, 
one for each district. Naturally I ap- 
peared for the anthracite coal workers be- 
fore the strike commission, but it was a8 
president of the mine workers that I 
was given the right to do 80. The argu- 
ment of District President Fahey, in 
which he says that it would be as logical 
for us to demand that each stockholder of 
the coal companies be consulted with re- 
gard to the séiéction of the operators, 
memoers of the board of concilation as 
that all the miners in the fegion vote on 
the men to represent them, is very sén- 
sible. However, the award of the strike 
commission specifically provides for that. 

“It is trué that conditions in the Wyo- 
ming valley ar> very bad. Our reports 
are to the effect that the mén are com- 
pelled to work on Sundays and that in few 
particulars have the opéfators lived up 
to the dec.sions of the strike commission. 
No, I do not wish to anticipate the pos- 
sibilities of another strike.”’

IN RAIN FALL 


Heaviest Rainfall . Recorded 
Anywhere in the : 
County. 


Today the Showers Will Continue, 
with Indications in Favor of a 
, Clearing Up on Saturday. 
Facts About the Heavy 
Rainfall. 


— 


Thé weather today is likely to be un- 
settled with now and then a shower. 

The reports received at the ‘weather 
bureau last night show that Atlanta had 
the largest rainfall of any city in the 
union yesterday and probably no Atlan- 
tan will dispute this distinction, The 
temperature of yesterday was also Sev- 
eral degrees lower than normal, with a 
maximum of 68, a minimum Of 6 and a 
mean of 66. 

Four days of June with the weather 80 
wet and cold that if it keeps up it Is 
more than sure to be a record breaker. 

While the weather office only looks 
twenty-four or thirty-six hours into the 
future there is as yet no sign of a let- 
up in this wet spell. What is more, the 
weather map yesterday is very like— 
painfully like, in fact—the weather map 
of June 4, 1900. And the month of June, 
198, was the saddest morth in all the 
twenty-five year# of records in the weath- 
er bureau. It was the only month On 
record in which there was not one clear 
day in this particular metropolis of the 
sunny south and rain fell during twenty- 
three days of the month with lowering 
clouds the other seven. In that particu- 
lar month just 8.96 inches of rain fell, 
or 5.8 inches above the normal. 

A Heavy Rainfall. 

So far this present month is far worse 
so far as the rainfal) is concerned, for 
the first four days of June, 190), only 
show a rainfall of 1.20 inches, while yes- 
terday’s rainfall alone was 2.36 inches 
and the entire rainfall for the first four 
days of this present month is 3.20 inches. 

This present wet spell started nine days 
ago, on May 27. Since that time rain has 
fallen every day with the exception of 
one, the total rainfall for the period 
showing a fraction over 6 inches. 

And if it continues to rain today as 
the weather bureau predicts, everything 
points to the breaking of all previous 
records for twenty-four hours in June. 
Up to. this time the twenty-four hours 
of June 29 and 30, 1895, with a rainfall 
of 2.62 inches, was the top marker. The 
rainfall of.twelye hours yesterday from 

o’clock.in -the morning to 7 o'clock in 
the evening came within .26 of an inch 
of this record. 

Some Record Breakers. 

But just to cheer-you up, as the weath- 
er man would say, theré have been lots 
heavier rains in Atlanta than yesterday. 
She heaviest of any twenty-four hours 
on record is that of'7.36 inches on March 
29, 1886. Then there was another record: 
breaker for au shliort period on July Ni, 
when 4.30 inches fel] in ohe hour and 6l 
minutes. This in, will. be remerabered 
by many, as it occurred during the Con- 
federate reunion which was being heéid 
here at the time and sent the old. sol- 
diers of many campaigns scurrying for 
shelter. 

The average annual rainfall for Atlanta 
is 50.08 Inches and up to last night the 
present year is over 6 inches in excess of 
the normal for the first five months and 
four days. 

Probably thé greatest damage of this 
wet spell is in the retarding of cotton 
and thé interfering with the chopping of 
cotton just at the time when the weeding 
out process is 60 badly needed. Wheat 
is reported as suffering from rust and 
while peaches are reported smal! in quan- 
tity, they are also said to be of extra 
fine quality. Bugar cane on the other 
hand is doing weil. 

The weather map of yesterday shows 
that rain fell in a tefritory extending 
from New Orleans to El Paso to Des 
Moines to Buftaio and then down by 
Louisville thrgugh the extreme western 
portions of the Carolinas to the gulf. 
Rains were general throughout Georgia. 

A word about how various parts of the 
country are getting along according to 
the reporis of che agficultural depart. 
ment are sure to prove interesting at this 
time.

PEACE RESTORED IN COLOMBIA. 


This Will Have Important Bearing 
on Canal Treaty. 


Washington, June 4——A cablegram re- 
ceived at the state department today from 
United States Minister Behupre at Bogo-

HOME AGENCY 


Severs His Connection With 
Royal Fire Insurance 
Company. . 


The local insurance world is greatly 
surprised at a change that takes place 
Saturday. C. W. Phillips will then sever 
his connection with the Royal Fire In- 
surance Company, of London, and take 
charge of the state management of the 
Home of New York, for the~-states of 
Georgia and Florida.

Mr. Phillips has béen with that com- 
pany. for A Iong time, and had worked his 
way up until he had been made second 
assistant manager, but owing to the fact 
that he thought the office work was 
injuring his health he decided to take 
up the offer of the Home company, which 
will allow him more outdoor exercise. 
Saturday morning his resignation takes 
effect, and he will leave at that time 
for New York, where the arrangements 
for ghis future work will be completed. 
From there he will return to Atlanta and 
assume control of the business of his new 
connection for this state and Florida. 

Mr. Phillips succeeds Ben. J.. Smith, 
who was transferred to the Carolinas.

Dr. Hillis and His War Cries. 
The Constitution printed yesterday 

a telegraphed excerpt from an address 

delivered in Providence, Rhod¢g Island, 

Wednesday, to the Congregational 

Home Mission Society, by the Rev. 

Newton Dwight Hillis. 

It is not our intention to comment 
upon the peculiar personality of Dr. 
Hillis. We only desire to name him 
in his representative position as head 
of the society, a minister of the gospel 
and the most prominent type of a 
clique of negrophiles in the north. 


For that clique Dr. Hillis is the most 
advanced mouthpiece. He takes issue 
with the way in which the negro prob- 
lem is being peacefully and success- 
fully solved in the south. He assumes 
further to denounce such eminent men 
as Grover Cleveland, Colonel Alexan- 
der McClure, Dr. Abbott and Dr. Park- 
hurst for saying, after the most inti- 
mate investigations of southern condi- 
tions, that “the south—the white and 
black south—should be let alone to 
settle their problems in their own 
way.” As a specimen of priestly and 
pharisaic presumption Dr. Hillis is 
entitled to take rank at the head of 
the class in assumacy. 

Dr. Hillis is not fitted by naturé or 
information to become an oracle on 
any of the problems of the south. He 
is an adventurer who has come among 
us always and only to be overpaid for 
his lectures by our lycetwm associa- 
tions. His observations of southern 
life, his association with southern men 
and his ability to understand the great 
Problem of amity, peace and prosper- 
ity in a section of mixed races have 
all been too limited to warrant his 
taking up the role of a censor of our 
Status and a corrector Of our customs. 
Any man who essays to know the 
negro problem in the south must come 
out of the clouds and get down on the 
field among the facts. The really 
great man, Henry Ward Beecher, in 
whose pulpit Dr. Hillis. has ample 
room to ramble at large, did come to 
the field and the facts eighteen years 
ago, while the to-be Dr. Hillis was 
yet coaxing his beard. In a letter to 
The Courier-Journal, of Louisville, 
printed in The Outlook of Tr. Abbott, 
in last Saturday’s issue, Mr: Beecher 
said: 


The putting the vote into the hands 
of an ignorant race was an astounding 
event in political history. It came not 
from a belief of their fitness for suf- 
frage, but from a conviction that it was 
necessary for their defense. 

And Mr. Beecher did not hesitate to 
give reasons why he would not con- 
demn the southern people utterly for 
failing to count the ballots of the ne- 
groes as cast under the protection of 
carpetbag laws and federal bayonets. 
With reference to that he said: 

But whete the emancipated were large- 
ly in excess of the white voters, it 
amounted in fact to the subjection of the 
white people to the legislation of the 
colored. And in those states where leg- 
islatures were in the power of the late 
slaves ,and where northern men, not 
always the wisest, led them on to fool- 
ish and westeful legislation, increasing 
taxation and squandering the results of 
it, plunging the state deeply into debt 
by an unmerciful issue of bonds, it is not 
to be wondered that something like revo- 
utionary methods were adopted, and that 
Self defense led men to violent resist- 
ance. 

That diagnosis of the conditions as 
Mr. Beecher saw them would be re 
peated today in nearly every state of 
the south, in whole or in part, if the 
unrestricted suffrage should be grant- 
ed to the negroes, as demanded by 
Hillis and his followers. The people 
of the south cannot afford to take that 
backward step into renewed corrup- 
tion and civil chaos. Her new hopes, 
industries and prosperities have all 
of them dated from the recovery of 
our governments in the hands of the 
white people and the consequent con- 


viction of northern apne: and 


~— oe 


immigrants that legislation, taxation, 
administration and justice would be 
safe because in the hands of a re 
sponsible white majority. 

Of course, the conception of these 
necessities of suffrage restriction and 
honest government in the south is 
impossible to a man of the Hillis sort. 
He is one of those who would have 
pilloried Peter for denying his Lord, 
or crucified Thomas for doubting the 
resurrection, or Paul for refusing to 
be bound by the opinions of the eld- 
ers. As one born out of time and 
with his teeth already cut, he belongs 
to those who hounded the Savior to 
Golgotha and led the Ephesian mob. 

In his office bound to be honest, he 
deals with this negro question in a 
way that is most remarkable for its 
dishonesty. Instead of approaching 
it as a peacemaker his voice is all for 
war. Instead of seeking friendship 
and peace for the negroes he is blow- 
ing with Vulcanic bellows upon the 
passions of the worst men of both 
races in the south. The words he 
speaks, if they reach down to the 
ranks of the races, tend only to ex- 
cite false demands upon the part of 
fanatical negroes and fierce reprisals 
on the part of that element of the 
whites that is prone at seasons to be- 
come lawless in methods of enforcing 
order and safety. 

Dr. Hillis,, by his attitude and 
speeches, is doing great harm to the 
negroes of the south by making it 
harder for them and their white neigh- 
bors to agree upon terms of peace and 
mutual] interests. In all our endeavors 
to produce this conclusion we are met 
by such men and their insane assaults 
upon the southern people, and these 
work to the embitterment and dam- 
age of both races. . 

Besides, Dr. Hillis is distinctly dis- 
honest when he takes up. his Quixotic 
crusade against the south and yet ig- 
nores facts that lie right under his 
nose and show that his real targets 
are at home and not in the south. If 
he knows, as he must, that negroes 
are not given their rights in the 
north; that the “open door of oppor- 
tunity” to labor for his living is shut 
in his face and barred by whites, then 
he is, we repeat, culpably and disin- 
genuously a hypocrite and false phy- 
sician when he turns the guns of his 
vituperation upon the south. 

His crime is worse than any he can 
charge to our account. We deal with 
facts in a frank and needful way. 
He forges falsehoods, as did the ac- 
cuserg of Job, and seems to glory in 
every repetition of his shame.

YOUNG MEN IN PUBLIC 
LIFE AND SOME OLD ONE, 


a aoa thn 


This may be the age of young men—and 
is—but a good many of the old boys con- 
tinue to do business in pretty lively 
fashion. 

Associate Justice Harlan, of the United 

States supreme court, celebrated his 
seventieth birthday on Monday by putting 
in a nard day’s work on the bench. This 
birthday put the big justice over the aze 
line which permits him to retire on sal- 
ary, but he has no intention of taking 
such a step at this time, and 60 an- 
nounced. Nor is there any reason why he 
should. As vigorous of body and of 
mind as most men twenty years younger, 
he is not merély an ornament to the 
highest judicial tribunal of the land, but 
one of its most hard working and most 
highly useful members. Chief Justice 
Fuller is another member of the bench 
who might retire to a life of ease if he 
chose to do s0, but these men have 
learned the philosophic lesson that for 
a well man about the least thing the 
world can offer is the opportunity for 
work. 
- Mr. Justice Harlan has sat upon the 
supreme bench for more than twenty-five 
year. During that time he has enjoyed 
good health almost every day. Much of 
this is due to his love for out-door ex- 
ercise. Down this way the natives would 
look askance at a judge who appeared in 
a golfing suit with regulation knicker- 
boeckers, but Justice Harlan so arrayed 
is a daily sight going to and coming 
from the links at Chevy Chase. Not 
many men who know him see him going 
out to the beautiful grounds across the 
Maryland line—he is too early for them; 
but he comes back about the time most 
early risers living out that way are start- 
ing for their work. 

Long before most of the members of 
that club are awake Mr. Justice Harlan 
is out chasing what the uninitiated con- 
temptuously eall “that little quininé pill.’’ 
At a banquet given him last winter in 
celebration of the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of his appointment to the bench, one 
of the speakers summed up his charac- 
ter by declaring that he “slept with the 
Bible in one hand,.the constitution in the 
other and his golf sticks under his pil- 
low.” It is recalled that Mr. Justice 
Brewer on the same occasion said: “Every 
man has his hobby and my brother Har- 
lan has as his judicial hobby the con- 
stitution. He has believed that the con- 
stitution and the flag are one now and 
forever. He has never believed that it 
was a rope of sand or a cord of rub- 
ber.” 

A southern man, a Kentickian, Judgs 
Harlan has been a republican since the 
civil war. He was colonel of the Tenth 
Kentucky regiment In the union army. 
cerved as attorney general of his state 
immediately after thé war was twirc 
a candidate for governor, but was de- 
feated. He was eppointed to the su- 
preme bench by President Hayes. His 
ability is universally recognized. When 
the court Ig divided on any question law- 
yers are prone to paying special attention 


to the views of Judge Harlan and of. 


quoting him, even if he is in the mi- 
nority. A great many regard him the 
strongest lawyer, as he is the strongest 
character, on the bench. 

Besides the satisfaction of good health 
and the gratification that comes with 
personal success, he has the even greater 
catisfaction of knowing that his thre 
sons are highly successful, each in his 
own line. John Maynard Harlan is one 
of the foremost attorneys of Chicago. 
Judge James 8. Harlan made a spiendid 
record as attorney general of Porto Rico 
and Rev. Richard D. Harlan is president 
of Lake Forest college, one of the big 
institutions of the west. 

It is an interesting coincidence that 
Mr. Jugtice Harlan was named by his 
parents after John Marshall, the great 
chief justice. Bo the fact that a child 
is named after a great man isn’t always 
a handicap. Success or failure depends 
upon the individual, not upon the name 
he bears.

Paris, June 4.—In the chamber of depu- 
ties today M. Firminfaure (nationalist

“WILL BE SOLD 


All Property of Atlantic Coast 


Company Ordered to 
Block. 


Charleston, 8S. C., June 4.—(Special.)— 
An order filed in the United States cir- 
cuit court today in ancillary proceed- 
ing decrees the sale of all property of 
the Atlantic Coast Lumber Company, 
now in a receiver's hands, the ¢ale to 
be made on four weeks’ advertisement 
notice. 

The property is. valued at between five 
and seven millions. The upset price was 
fixed at one million. The company is 
the largest lumber plant in the country, 
with hundreds of thousands of acres in 
South Carolina, extending through six 
counties. .

Hon. Jefferson B. Browne, chairman of 
the Florida railroad commission, to se- 
cure the passage of a bill appropriating 
$10,000 for the purchase by the state from 
Monroe county of the Key West armory 
and site. 

It was alleged that Mr. Browne was to 
receive $1,000 of this appropriation to 
“lobby” the bill through, and, being a 
state official, his action was reprehensible 
and should receive legislative investiga- 
tion. 

The committee was duly appointed, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Mote of Lake, Finlayson 
of Lafayette, and Johnston of Pasco, To- 
day the committee made its report, set- 
ting forth the facts and basing its con- 
clusions largely upon the following opin- 
ion of Attorney General James B. Whit- 
field: 

Hion. E. H. Note, Chairman of Com- 
mittee, Talla see, Fla. Dear Sir: 
Your letter of’ this date, inclosing 
copies of resolutions passed by the 
house of representatives, has been re- 
ceived, together with copies of corre- 
spondence and a resolution of the 
board of county commissioners of 
Monroe county relative to the employ- 
ment of Hon. Jefferson B. Browne by 


the county, which resolution is as fol- 

lows: 

“Resolved, That this board retain 
the services of Jefferson B. Browne, 
Esq., to draw up a bill to be presented 
to the legislature of Florida at this 
session, transferring to the state the 
county armory and land in considera- 
tion of the amount expended by the 
county On same. Mr. Browne ig to re- 
ceive for his services one-tenth of 
whatever amount is recovered, and if 
rn he is to receive noth- 
ng.”’ 

You ask me to advise you “as to 
whether there has been any violation 
of the law on the part of Mr; Browne 
in this matter.’’ I have the honor to 
reply that in my opinion no law of 
this state appears to have been vio- 
lated by Hon. Jefferson B. Browne in 
accepting the employment offered by 
the resolution of the board of county 
commissioners of Monroe county.

The facts developed were that Mr. 
Browne was consulted professionally on 
the right of the cotnty to ¢ollect a tax 
to pay for the maintenance of an armory, 
and, as he advised that the county had no 
such right, under a récent decision of the 
supreme court, to propose some method 
by which the burden which the county 
had taken upon itself in erecting . the 
armory could be borne by the state. 


No “Lobbying,” Says Committee. 


After several consultations with the 
county commissioners, Mr. Browne .ad- 
vised that the only way to reach the de- 
sired result would be for the legislature 
to authorize the state to purchase the 
property. Upon being asked what would 
be his charge to da.this, Mr. Browne re- 
plied $1,200, but he was offered 10 per cent 
of the amount appropriated, a proposi- 
tion which was accepted. 

It was understood in the contract be- 
tween Mr. Browne and the board that, in 
addition to rendering opinions, he was 
to draft a proper bill to be introduced in 
the legislature by one of the members 
from Monroe county, and get up the data 
necessary to be presented to that body, 
and show the necessity for the county 
having an armory, :ts cost, etc.; to make 
arguments before the committees, if nec- 
essary; and to examine and report on the 
title, and present preof of its validity to 
the proper state authorities, to whom the 
question of title would be referred; and to 
go. into court with a bill to remove any 
cloud from the title and cure all defects 
in the same, if necessary. 

Senator Harris and Representatives 
Roberts and Knowles, the Monroe county 
delegation, each testified that so far as 
he knew no lobbying had been done b 
Mr. Browne. : 

The investigating committee, in con- 
cluding its report, finds as follows: 

Your committee, after thorough inves- 
tigation and careful consideration of all 
evidence, both oral’and written, brought 
before it, beg to report that they find that 
the said Hon. Jefferson B. Browne did no 
“lobbying” in connection with said house 
bill No. 162, known as the “‘Key West 
Armory Bill,” and find that he acted 
within the intent and meaning of his said 
contract with the said board of county 
commissioners of Monroe county, Florida, 
and that his actions in the matter were in 
nowise illegal, and we therefore recom- 
mend that the said Hon. Jefferson B. 
Browne be fully exonerated in connection 
with this matter.

But unless the Si-Wo-Op things are on 
ice there is every reason to believe that 
they will spoil before Hop Lee, of At- 
lanta, enjoys them, for the ways of the 
government in this particular matter of 
granting return privileges to China are 
far from rapid.

Even then he 
must return within a year, and on his 
certificate must be a photograph of him- 
self and measurements that approach the 
details of the Bertillon system of exam- 
ining criminals. Now the government 
further states that if the debts are spec- 
“ified and known it would be possible to 
hand them over for collections and then 
have them forwarded to China. For this 


reason the government nas added still, 


further requirements that make it almost 
impossible for any coy and Chinese laun- 
dryman to return to his native home for a 
visit. 

But one class of Chinamen are exempt. 
These are merchants. It is claimed that 
these must go to and from China in the 
interests of commerce and their own par- 
ticular business. For this reason Hop 
Lee has added a sort of an annex to his 
laundry and is fast blossoming out as a 
merchant. It will take some time for him 
to establish himself as a tradesman in 
the eyes of the law, but once this is ac- 
complished he can go over home after 
some more tea and provisions and stay 
just as long at the’old bamboo bungalo 
homestead as he wants to.

I went up, however, and before I had been 
off the train five minutes I had changed 
my mind. It then became apparent to 
me that they had not told the truth, sure 
enough, but it was because they had not 
had the language in which to describe 
the terrible sights that are on every 
side. It is not possible to exaggerate 
the situation. I passed through t 
storm of 189%, that wiped Greenville from 
the face of the earth, and I thought I 
knew all about such occurences. But 
that one was as the play of a child to 
the labor of a giant, in comparison to the 
one that I have just witnéssed the ef- 
fects of. It is horrible, and the- sight 
makes an impression on the beholder that 
he can never forget. Greenville, that 
was so generously assisted after the cy- 
clone that I have mentioned, will not 
prove backward in the work of contri- 
buting to the fund for Gainesville, and I 
understand that a handsome sum will 
be forwarded in a few days.” .

Simmons, ©. J.—1, Relatively to a fe- 

male passenger on a’ railway train, who 
is partially plind, and who informs the 
conductor of her infirmity ajd requests 
him to assist her jn alighting from the 
train when it reaches her destination, 
which he promises to do, it is at least 
the duty of the carrier to stop the train 
at its station a sufficient length of time 
to enable her, without undue haste, to 
leave the train in safety; and if the 
conductor, despite his promise, signals 
the train ahead before the passenger has 
iad a reasonable opportunity to reach 
the platform of the car, and she is in 
consequence carried beyond the station 
and then put off at a point some distanca 
therefrom, the carrier is liable to re- 
spond for all damages directly attributa- 
ble to the tortious conduct of its con- 
ductor. 

(a) Such a promiss, fairly construed, 
does not amount to an undertaking on 
the part of the conductor to enter the 
car in which the passenger is riding, as- 
sume charge of her bundles, and escort 
her from her- seat down the aisle and 
out upon the platform, unless the pas- 
senger is so helpless as to require this 
cxtraordinary attention and the conduc- 
tor bas notice that such is the case. 

(b) In the absence of appropriate 
pleadings, the passenger cannot, on the 
trial of an action against the carrier for 
being carried beyond her destination, rely 
On and make proof of a custom on: the 
tart of its conductors to lend especial 
assistance to lady Passengers when trav- 
eling unatterded. In no event would 
proof of such a custom be relevant, un- 
less it were shown that the governing 
Officials of the carrier had knowledge af 
the custom and recognized it as one the 
observance of which ladies traveling 
without escort had 2 right to expect and 
demand as matter of right. 

2. While it is the duty of a railway 
\company to duly announce to passengers 
the approach of its train to regular sta- 
tions, in order that they may be pre- 
pared to promptly alight at their respec- 
tive points of destination, yet a failure 
to comply with this duty cannot count 
against the company -relatively to a pas- 
senger Who fs in no way misled thereby.
